You talk to hin friends, his staff, 
the correspondents who have been 
around him for the last eight 
years, and they, trying to describe 
him, fumble for words, gropo for 
anecdotes or legend, and finally 
come up with the phrase: “Ho is 
a dedicated man.” 

The phrase fit, him. It ts bet- 
ter than President Truman's tri- 
buto—“the greatest living Ameri- 
can"—a tribute made, ineldentally, 
whon Franklin Roosevelt was alive. 


Embarrassed Man 


It is better than all the gushed 
accolades—-“master strategist, en- 
of victory, man of the 
year.” Marshall Is flattered by 
those Inurel wrenths but feels 
they look rather grotesque perch- 
ed on hia head. 

To-day, with his picture on the 
front cover of most magazines, 
he is probably moro acutely em- 
barrasred than at any time in his 
life. He has avoided the Preas 
sinco his return from London, 
turned away ° the newsreel men, 
sont brurque refusals to historians, 
authors, and plain journalists try- 


jing to see him. 


General Marshall says: ‘‘No 
publicity w]ll do me no harm, but 
somo publicity will do me no 
good.” It isn't true, but this shy, 
weary, worn man wants it that 
way and would undoubtedly be al- 
fogcthor more at casc if President 
Truman had allowed him to re- 
tire to his farm when tho war 
was won. 

Ho was tired then ond sald 
plainly that he thought ho deserv- 
ed a rest. Ho had his fill “of 
glory, and even duty, but within 
a fow hours of the Prosident’s 
coll ha was flying to China on o 
apecial mission which endod in 
tallure. 


Dedicated Man 


After that retirement seemed 
certain, but just a year ago Secre- 
tary of State James Byrnes step- 
ped—or was pushed—out and 
Marshall, tho dedicated man, was 
offéred the job of steoring Ameri- 
can forcign policy and trying to 
savo the pence. Ho could not 
refuse, and did, not. 

Last June, in a mumbled, al- 
most sfumbled, sentenco he sug- 
gested that -if tho European 
nations got togethor to form a 
recovery programme the U.S.

Unpred dictable Man 


Ono man shared his ‘thoughts 
and company constantly. He was 
the Inte Field-Marsha] -Sir John 
Dill, former Chief of the Imperial 
Genera] Staff, who represented 
Britain on the Joint Chiefa of 
Staff in Washington. 

They took to each other right 
away and the friendship never 
faltered. They exchanged hun- 
dreds of notes, went on tours of 
inspection together, ant up at 
nights, talking over cantpnigns, 
went to clnemas and theatres to- 
gether. 

Marshall was deeply 
Dill. When Pear) Harbour was 
only three weeks old and the U.S. 
still stunned by its plungo into 
the war, Marshall discovered that, 
Christmas Day wan Dill's birth- 
day, arranged a hasty party, and 
had a enke decked in British and 
American flags made for the oc: 
carlon. 

This was utterly unlike Mar- 
shall, and after Dill, a rather 
sentimental Irlshman, sont an 
affectionate note the American 
staff thought Marshall’ would 
freeze up. Instead = Marshail 
wrote back: “Dear John,—Sorry 
tho flags wero made in Japan.” 


Homeloving Man 


+ These two were on first-name: 
terms. Thoy argued over Napo- 
leon and Coosa tramped around 
Gettysburg. boasted a” little“about™ 
tholr ether their horsemanship, 
thoir physical fitness. When Dill 
dicg Marshall wept. It wan he 
who read the Iesson at Dill’s 

funeral. Ho choso a passage 
from Romans: 

Netther Death nor Ufe, nor 

* angels, nor - principalitica, nor 

powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor Acight, nor 
dopth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to soparate us from 
tho love of God. 

No one has ever replaced DIll 
as Marshall's friend, ‘ 

Marshall has no children. His 
first wife, Elizabeth Coles, died 
in 1927 after a quarter of a cen- 
tury of marriage. In 1930 he 
married Katherine Boyce Tupper, 
a widow with threo childron and 
the daughter of a clorgyman. 

Their home Hfo is peaceful and 
without blemish. It was tinged 
with tragedy during the war when 
Mrs. Marshall’s son was killed in 
Italy. a 

What little sparo time Marshall 
has he spends with his wife. He 
ahung social oceasionr, club acs- 
sions, or card-playing with othor 
men. Mrs. ‘Marshall soothes and 
sustains him. Sho is a writer of 
talent, and in her book “Together; 
Annals of an Aimy Wife,” she 
revesl. her husband's deep re 
Ugion, his dedication. 

Sometimes Marshall would talk 
to her about the war, the send- 
ing of men Into battle, tho de- 
motion of officors . . . “I cannot 
afford tho luxury of sontimont 
+ It is not oasy to tell men 
they have failed.” * 

To-day they live in a quiet 
Washington hotel apartment, with 
occasional visits to tho General’s 
country home at Leosburg, Vir- 
ginia,

consulting a single note. : 

He can reel off the most as- 
tonishingly dotalled figures, and 
to probing Congreasmen will give 
such answers as; ‘The exact re- 
quirement for semi-automatic 
rifles is 240,559, of which there 
are 167,789 on hand and on order, 
leaving a remaining requirement 
of 72,770. 


Humane Man 


It-was grasp of dotail, tho in- 
credible retention of masses of 
figures and statistics, which so 
impressed President Truman when 
ho was a Senator. Mr, Truman, 
it is hardly too much to say,

He had seen his raitway 
in several Iron Curtain count. 
cluding Hungary, Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia. 

Niw he is presumably sitting in a 
Russian prison somewhere in Austria, 
probably being questioned on how h2 
dared to visit anywhere outside the 
Ir n Curtain. And he is not the only

For months now the Russian oc- 
cupation forces in Austria have been 
carrying on an ever-intensifying cam- 
paign of seeret arrests, kidnappings, 
and “mysterious disappzarances.”

Kingsblood Royal, by Sinclair Lewis. 
(Cape, 9s. 6d.) 

A good novelist needs three things— 
a style, a subject, and a point of view. 
The last, I believe, is the most impor- 
tant. ° 

He may succeed with an indifferent 
style—even admirers wince at Balzac’s 
handling of the French language; 
Thomas Hardy's prose is often as gritty 
as a gravel path. In his choice of sub- 
jects and his knowledge of life he may 
be as limited as Jane Austen. But a 
point of view is an item of equipment 
that he cannot hope to do without. He 
must have a way of looking at life that 
is his and no one else's. 

Here, for example, are two novelists, 
one of whom has this essential gift, 
while the other—though he can lay claim 
to many important and valuable char- 
acteristics—strikes me as completely 
lacking in any genuine individual 
quality. . 

Sinclair Lewis has already to his cre- 
dit a large array of solidly constructed 
and entertaining volumes. Some are 
better than entertaining, and “Babbitt” 
will probably survive, if not as a work 
of literature, at least as a magnificent 
piece of reporting, a vivid record of its 
period. 

But the world does not seem a dif- 
ferent, stranger, more interesting or 
more alarming place because Sinclair 
Lewis writes today; it reveals no new 
facets when viewed through the lenses 
of those highly polished spectacles. 

“How like Evelyn Waugh . . ." we 
remark. Or, “That olg man in the 
corner, cating sandiiches out of a paper 
bag, makes mg think of Graham Greene.” 
Never, “There ig a character Sinclair 
Lewis might have described, a landscape 
that he might have written of . . .” 
We may enjoy his novels as long as we 
are reading them, but they leave behind 
no after-taste. : 

Instead of a point of view, he has 


‘| opinions; and in Kingsblood Royal he 


expresses the opinion, forcibly if crudely, 
that racial prejudice and racial pride 
are always wrong atid stupid, and that 
they are deeply engrained nevertheless 
in the modern American mentality. 

Neil Kingsblood, a thoroughly nice and 
thoroughly normal young American, 
married‘to a-woman as nice as himself, 
with a charming pjnk-cheeked daughter, 
discovers during the course of some 
random genealogica] researches that one 
of his ancestors, far back in the colonial 
past. was not, as he had supposed, an 
Indian but, considerably to his surprise, 
a full-blooded Negro. 

This discovery has momentous conse- 
quences. Step by step he comes to 
identify himself. with the fortunes of the 
coloured race, and by doing so rouses 
the antagonism of bigoted, sadistic, or 
merely doltish neighbours.- He is at 
first ostracised, then persecuted. And 
the story jolts to a somewhat improbable 


close in a brief but -nojsy shooting- 

match. . 
“Kingsblood Royal.” I fear, is net the 

author’s best work. The atyle is 


irritatingly facetious; hero and villains 
are portrayed in outline, with no attempt 
at perspective and little subtlety of 
colouring; byt. as vigorous propaganda 
on an important theme it can be warmiy 
recommended. 

What it does not possess is real 
imaginative life. There is nothing here 
to haunt your memory long after you 
have closed the book.

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* ART OF ADVENTURE 

A dusty BBC war correspondent and 
a Public Relations officer who, in civi- 
Nan life; was a distinguished author 
walked into the headquarters of a 
Mahratta battalion in Italy and there 
found some pictures leaning against 
the wall. “But they're very good.” 
they exclaimed. 

Then they found the whole building 
was full of pictures that had come 
from the treasure-houses of the Uffizi 
and Pitti Palace galleries. Some they 
identified—Giotto’s Madonna, Ucello’s 
Battle of San Romano and, greatest of 
them, Botticelli's Primavera. Among 
them, unaware that they had some of 
Italy’s finest works of art as room- 
mates, slept Italian refugees and 
Mahratta sepoys. 

As the author and the correspondent 
admitted’ their finds, a little man with 
gleaming glasses and a knickerbocker 
suit came on the scene. He was, he 
explained, an official of the Uffizi gal- 
lery. The treasure of several galleries 
had been dispersed among four houses 
in that area and his job was to look 
after them. To do s0, he had bicycled 
among the German front-line units, 
under British shell-fire, on the strength 
of a German pass, from one house to 
another. Now his treasures were under 
German shellfire and the area was oc- 
cupied by British troops who did: not 
recognise his pass as valid, so he could 
no longer do his job. 

The story of that find, of how the 
Mahrattas and then “higher authority" 
were persuaded to look after the pic- 
tures, is told by the author, Erie Link- 
later, in his newly-published book of 
essays “The Art of Adventure” (Mac- 
Millan 12s. 6d.). 

Several of these essays are based on 
the author's experiences in World War 
Two. One of them is a pen-picture of 
Field-Marshal Viscount Alexander, who 
disconcerted his intimates by being 
aware of beauty even in the midst of 
battle: and who. on the other hand, 
disconcerted one of his intimates even 
more by exclaiming, when he was sup- 
posedly enjoying a particularly fine 
view, “What a position for a machine- 
gun post!” , 

Linklater recalls how Alexander. ask- 
ed by American war correspondents if 
he thought there would be a last des- 
perate stand by the Nazis in the Tyro- 
lean mountains, sald it would be a bore 
having to get fanatical Nazi fighters 
owt. of their strongholds. i 

“The American correspondents had 
acquired the habit of referring to the 
war as a crusade.” says Linklater. “To 


’ hear it called a bore was slightly shock-~ 


ing and- somewhat disturbing. 
Alexander serious? they asked.” 

But Linklater’s war reminiscences are 
not confined to Italy and Alexander. 
He remembers the early days of the 
war. in the Orkneys, where ho was 
stationed, and life in the {slated gar- 
risons of Shetland and Iceland. and he 
remembers a visit with Sir Ralph 
Richardson to Gibraltar to preparo a 
film-scrip$ which was not accepted. 
For the student of military history, he 
offers a paper on the outspoken Dr. 
McGrigor who was Wellington's Inspec- 
tor of Hospitals In the Peninsula. 

Among the literary figure: of whom 
Linklater writes is Evelyn Waugh, who 
fought with the Commandos. Attend- 
ing a school for company officers in 
Scottish Command, Waugh, unlike the 
other candidates, refused to be abash- 
ed by an interview with a psychiatrist 
and, when it was over, disconcerted the 
interviewer by asking a question him- 
self: Why, in trying to find out if 
Waugh had sufficient strencth of char- 
acter to stand the ciety and shack 
of battle..had the ns rist made 2° 
reference to the most important of a!!

BRITISH IDEAS IN ASIA , 
The British in. Asia. By Guy Wint. 
(Faber. 128, 6d.) - 


Only a hundred-and-fifty years ago, 
European rule in Asia was confined to 
a number of scattered ports, islands and 
maritime settlements, with a few larger 
tracts of hinterland in India. That 
the European empire over Asia would 


be pre-eminently British had not yet” 


been finally decided. Today, much of the 
intervening century-and-a-half seems to 
have melted away. The great territories 
and populations of India, Burma, Cey- 
lon, Malaya, Indo-China, Java and 
Sumatra have resumed their indepen- 
dence of European government or will 
assuredly do co within a calculable 
period. Will the British Empire in 
Asia, then become, like Harappa or 
Mohenjodaro,’ a civilisation -traceless 
save for its physica] ruins? 


Few people could be better fitted to 
illumine the past and forecast the future 
of the British in Asia than Mr. Guy 
Wint. 
intimately, other Asiatic countries per- 
haps less well; he knows Russia, whose 
Asiatic empire has so much to tell us 
that we cannot easily read; he has 
foraged deeply in the history and litera- 
ture of his subject; he has above all, 
a mind inquiring, frank, constructive 
and free. The result is q book which, 
despite some defects of. structure and 
balance, is absorbing in its interest and 
keenly stimulating in its ideas. 

So full and provocative a volume can 
hardly be summarised. But the key tu 
Mr. Wint's assessment of the British 
creation in Asia is his attribution of its 
weakness to its nature as above all a 
political civilisation. It did not trans- 
form the old societies, bat imposed its 
political ideas upon them thus dividing 
the Asiatic world between the privileged 
classes which adopted and used Western 
liberalism and the masses which remain- 


ed indifferent to it. while rendering even + 


the former unhappy and unstable. As 


for the future. Mr. Wint’s judgment is ~ 


that all depends on the ability of South 
cultural unity, to find a new basis of 
solidarity, now that the unifying grasp 
Asia, with its natural geographic and 
of British power is relaxed.

Depends On Your Job 


But in the battle against old age he 
and his brother industrial medical 
officers are front-line men. . 

Their laboratory is the factory work- 


shop where they are finding out what ° 


aspects of your job tend to make you 
grow old before your time. It’s'a 
science, compounded af medicine, psy- 
chology, sociology and plain horse-sense. 

And it's a rewarding science, for they 
are. getting practica] results. 

Says Dr. Jones: “The study of age 
begins with youth. The boy leaves 
school, cleareyed and vigorous, to begin 
his working life. Will he, at 60, still 
be happy and healthy, doing a man- 
size job—or will*he be worn out, fit 
only for the junk-pile? That depends 
largely on the kind of career he takes 


up. 
- “If he decides for heavy industry, his 
chances of ageing quickly are greater 
than those of a bey who chooses, say, 
the open-air life of a farmer. 

“We all know what the years of air 


‘ raids and battle did to our nerves and 


bodies. But few realise that the miner 
and gteel-maker spend their entire work- 
ing lives.in ‘blitz’ conditions. Dirt, heat, 
noise, and extreme muscular exertion 
are their portion. 

“On top of that, there is continuous 
mental strain. ; 

“My own organisation has two sec- 
tions. One set of factories makes metals 
and metal products. The other does 
lighter, cleaner work. In the metals 
section men age comparatively early. 

“In the other many have been working 
more than 50 years. Some are over 65. 
We retire 
them, not because they ate finished, but 
to give younger men a chance.” 

Now coal cannot be mined, or stee! 
and iron made. in garden factories;. but 
qauch can be done and is being done to 
improve working conditions in the heavy 
industries. 

Shorter hours, a shorter working week, 
are giving overtaxed bodies more time to 
recuperate. Clinics are being set up to 
take care of occupational diseases, such 
as fibrositis and silicosis—which are the 
miner's bane. 2 

And, since happier working conditions 
tend to lower accident incidence, the 
nervous strain is reduced. 

‘The kind of job you do also helps to 


‘decide how soon you will grow old. 


Listen again to Dr. Jones: 

“Generally speaking, the craftsman 
tends to age more quickly than the 
ordinary labourer. Leng hours of 
standing at his bench or lathe may 


cripple his feet, give him varicose veins, | 


{ leading in turn to other physical 
troubles. : 
“Precjsion work, gauged to thou- 


sandths ofan inch, may ruin his eye- 
sight. He has a feeling of responsi- 
bility, intensified if he is ina position 
of trust. And this feeling, from which 
the jabourer is free, may contribute to 
an early old age.” 

The “worry” factor is perhaps the 
works doctor's biggest problem. It hits 
everybody from manager to timekeeper. 


Worry—And The 


Answer 


You can prescribe spectacles for Jim 
Smith, whose eyes are failing. You 
can ease Bob Green's tired feet with | 
“arch supporters,” and by giving him 
a chair te sit on at his bench. 

But what are you feoing te do about 
Joe Brown, whose work is suffering 
because of sume secret worry gnawint 
at his brain? 

And the curse is that the thing works - 
in Vicious circles. Joe Brown is over: 
conscientious. He begins to worry about 
his work. Because -he is -WOrTying 
about his work he becomes “testy” at 
home, sets up 5 new chain of domestic 
worries. As a natural consequence his 
work really begins to deteriorate. 

“Fortunately,” says Dr. Jones, “em- 
ployers are enlightened. More and more 
am I impressed with their reluctance 
to part with an old servant. 

“Where the trouble is psychological 
the first and hardest task-is to win the 
man’s confidence—find ovt what's 
troubling him. 

“Once that hurdle has been cleared, 
it remaing only to find a job within the 
veteran's capacity and in a congenial 
atmosphere. 

“Old age is a state of mind. Turn a 
man off, let him feel he's finished. and 
he'll crack up. Gjve him a job he can 
do, make hig certain he’s still of use 
around the place, and you will add years 
to his life. 

“ANl the researches into keeping our 
bodies young will get us nowhere unless 
we find how to keep the mind young. 
too. And the secret of that is known 
already. It is to provide an interest— 
to maintain, the will to live.” 


Relief to Hypertension 


The announcement of a new product, 
Lonolac, by the Research Laboratory 
of Mead Johnson and Company after 
several years of intensive research 
marks another step in medical progress, 
and to both physicians and patients of 
hypertension and heart failure it can- 
not but bring a ‘tremendous sigh of 
relief. “ 

For many years diets containing re- 
duced amounts of sodium have been 
used for persons with various ailments, 
and more particularly for hypertension 
or high blood pressure and heart 
failure. In hypertension the use of @ 
low sodium diet was‘advocated as far 
back as 1920 by Dr. F. ML Allen and 
over a Jong period of years he was 
impressed by its effectiveness. In 1945, 
Drs, A. Grollman and T. R. Harrison 
treated six hypertensive patients with 
a low sodium diet. In two of these 
the pressure was reduced to approxim- 
ately normal levels, and in three, it 
was moderately reduced. 

With the growing knowledge of the 
usefulness of low sodium diets in the 


- treatment of these diseases work was 
hegun by Mead Johnson Research 
Laboratory to produce 8 product 


N 


that will overcome these diseases. 


“In the reports mentioned above the low 


sodium diet used was milk from which 
the sodium was removed by a process 
of dialysis, but unfortunately this pro- 
cess was not feasible for general use. © 
Another factor which. has mitigated 
against the use of low sodium diets 
was the fact that determination of the 
sodium content of different foodstuffs 
by the conventional analytical methods 
ig one of the most difficult and un- 
reliable of inorganic analyses. Still a 
more important stumbling ‘block is that - 
high protein foods are usually relative- 
ly high in sodium content,- and a 
patient with hypertension or heart 
failure was faced with the problem of 
obtaining a low sodium diet but ade- 
quate in protein. 

The introduction of the flame photo- 
meter, however, in 1946 enabled the 
overcoming of one of these difficulties, 
for rapid and accurate measurements 
of sodium were then made possible.
